other public bodies. 
Gettysburg will confine its request 
for federal aid to its sewage dispo­ 
sal plant. 
Cost of a project up to 30 per cent 
of the cost of materials and labor 
entering into It may be borne by the 
federal government, the remainder 
of the cost to be financed byn rea­ 
sonably secured loan from the fed­ 
eral government or normal chan­ 
nels. 
The federal 30 per cent grants to 
local public works may take the 
form of a remission of interest and 
amortization charges on the loan 
during the period of construction 
and thereafter until the amount of 
the grant Is exhausted.

W ashington, July 18 (AP).—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt left with his “re­ 
covery council” the preparation of 
any general code for higher wages 
and shorter work hours as he was 
confined again to his room by a 
slight indisposition.

Los Angeles Evangelist Is De­ 
fendant In Divorce Action 
Started Monday. 


Los Angeles. July 18 (AP),—Mrs. 
Almee Scruple McPherson-Hutton 
evangelist, 
was sued for divorce
